Fourth — The Nicaragua Canal Com- 


pany, whose word in London will be ac- 
ceptable in the highost financial circles, 
will give cither tho guarantee or cash if 
need be. 


Deaidcs these guarantees, any ono of 


which is available and is regarded as 
lunplu, tho Nicaragua!! authorities are 
said to Invvu actual funds immediately 
available without calling for outside 
help. A guarantee by tho United States 
is not rcjgarded as essential under tho 
fort-going circumstances.

"Indians, aa a rule, are comparatively 


eaay to catch," aaid Deputy Sheriff Hen 
Merritt in n talk with a KKI-UIIMCAN re- 
liorter last evening. "I think that n 
man who understands Indians and tliuir 
ways could get murderer llttalett in R 
week, I was constable in the Mad«ni 
foothillB four years and I had consider- 
able expununcu with Indiana. Thtiy 
were continually lighting among tlicm- 
aelvea, and Indian hunting waa almost 
nil I did during the four years. 


"f had occasion to become well posted 


on tho wnya of the red men, their cua- 
touiB, their laws aa they might be 
nrmed, and tho nature of tho Indiana 


rnaelves. I can aay that I was fairly 
:es8ful in my ollicial work among 


There is no doubt thr.t Haalett is at 


resent among hia own people, the 
buckcbiuiee tribe. 
Thu other tribea 


•ill not harbor him, aa Indiana of dif- 


it tribea have no love for one an- 


Lber. Of course the fugitive is not 
mong white people. Ilaalett will alao 
vant to be near his KIIIUW, an Indian'a 
ttachment to his squaw being rouiark- 
ble. 


"The territory of the tribo 19 about 
wentv inilea square, llaslett will not 
o outside these limits. He will wander 
bout keeping out of sight an much as 
ossible, only appearing at the ranch- j 
rias to pet food. Thia will he readily 
iven him, aa Indiana are very generous 
o each other. Had llaslett killed an 
ndian of his own tribe ho would have 
tad enemies among them; but as he 
killed a white man all will aeaist him, 
hinking that he probably did the right 
hing. 


"Indians have a mortal dread of 


sheriffs,1 as they call all ollicers. They 
ill treat an oilicer with the greateat 
;ourtesy and respect. It seldom occurs 
hat an Indian resists an officer. 
If a 


bad Indian' ia wanted the most difficult 
ling ia to find him. 
Hia arrest is 


;asy. 


"'The way I should proceed to capture 


laalett," continued the deputy sheriff, 


"d be to go alone and camp among 
tt'a pcop^. I would openly an- 


nounce that 1 ha-.l come to stay until I 
;ot my man. 
.Furthermore, I would 


jonfidentially give it out that that it was 
my pereonal opinion that, if recaptured, 
rlaalett would not be harshly dealt 
with. These facts would be communi- 
mtad to the fugitive by hia friends,and 
in all probabiliiy he would be induced 
to come and give him self up, because he 
realizes that the result will be capture 
any way. 


"On the other hand, if ho should not 


see lit to give himself up, he could be 
run down easily. As I stated before, 
Haslett will have to go to the rancherias 
for food. 


By making inquiries at these places 


and following him up one would tlnd 
him. As to getting information from 
other Indians concerning the criminal's 
whereabouts, that is nn easy matter. 
If an Indian is miain form ing you it can 
readily bo detected on hia countenance. 
An Indian has not the ability of some 
Caucasians to stand up and tell a lie 
with apparent sincerity and without a 
twitch in the face. The result ia that 
an officer can usually persuade a misin- 
forming Indian to tell what he knows. 


''Of course there are exceptions to all 


rules. I was once after an Indian mur- 
derer who never visited any of hia 
brother Indiana. He kept to the brush 
and lived on grassroots and other food 
he could pick up. I could find no trace 
of him, but I was satisfied he would not 
go outside the limits 01 his tribe. The 
only way to catch him was to run upon 
him accidentally, and after a week's 
diligent starch 1 was successful. We had 
a sudden meeting on a trail through 
BOmo dense brush. 
"In many cases an officer can induce 


an Indian to come and give himself up, 
as I have stated. Again, Indiana arc 
easily run down, owing to an experi- 
enced man's ability to obtain straight 
information from other Indiana con- 
cerning him. The dread which Indiana 
have for the 'sheriff ia also of great as- 
sistance to odicere."
